REUTER (SEOUL) REPORTS US-ROKG OFFICIALS AGREED TUES ON 
PROCEDURES FOR SECURING TONGSUN PARK TESTIMONY. CIVILETTI 
SIGNED MUTUAL PROSECUTION ASSISTANCE AGREEMENT WITH VICE 
JUSTICE MIN LEE CHONG-WON UNDER WHICH PARK FIRST WILL BE 
QUESTIONED DESK OFFICIALS, LATER GIVE TESTIMONY IN US 
COURT. 
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CIVILETTI, IN SEOUL, SAYS WILL BEGIN QUESTIONING TONGSUN 
PARK THURS; EXPECTS SESSIONS TO LAST 10 DAYS (AP CHITRIB). 

HALLORAN (NYT) QUOTES SENIOR ATTY FOR HOUSE ETHICS CMTE

LAWRENCE, JOC; AP SUN, PHINQ; JACKMAN, NYDN; WALLACE, 

REUTER). DEPT'S ACTTON DREW SHARP CRITICISM FROM GILMORE 
CORP, WHOSE SPOKESMAN EXPRESSED DISAPPOINTMENT TREASURY 
"ACCEPTED THE SELF-SERVING AND UNVERIFIED JAPANESE DATA" ON 
WHICH IT BASED CUT IN RECOMMENDED PENALTIES (WSJ). 

AFTER MTG W/DEP SPECIAL TRADE REP WOLFF 1/9, USHIBA TOLD TOKYO 
NEWS CONF, "IT HAS BECOME CERTAIN THAT TEMPORARY ECONOMIC 
FRICTION BETWEEN JAPAN AND THE UNITED STATES WILL COME 
TO AN END." REMARKED, W/O ELABORATION, THAT US SEEMED 
BE ASKING JAPAN "POSITIVELY LIBERATE" IMPORT MKTS IN 
MOVE DRAMATIC ENOUGH TO CHECK PROTECTIONIST MOOD IN US 
(ANAI, REUTER TOKYO 1/9). 
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NEW ROUND TRADE TALKS BEGAN IN TOKYO 1/9. WORKING- 
LEVEL NEGOTS INVOLVED RENEWED US DEMANDS THAT JAPAN 
ACHIEVE 7 PCT ECON GROWTH/TURN CURRENT ACCOUNT SURPLUS 
INTO DEFICIT/INCREASE IMPORTS ON FARM PRODUCTS. GOJ 
SOURCES SAID BEFORE TALKS STARTED JAPAN WOULD SEEK

BUT CLEARLY AIMED AT UNEMPLOYED OF REGION, PARTICULARLY

APT (CHITRIB). 

12. CAMBODIA/VIETNAM 

NEW REPORTS SAY VIET FORCES, VASTLY SUPERIOR TO CAMBODIAN

MEDICAL RESEARCH/METEOROLOGY/AGRIC. BUT ONLY CONCRETE SIGN 
UNCLASSIFIED

REUTER (KYOTO) QUOTES KENNEDY STATEMENT THERE TUES THAT US
